KEPT RECORD OF 
FIFTY YEARS Of 


ICECIITTING 


Charles -E. Hodgdon the veteran ioe 


man ha^kept an Interesting account 
of the time in which' he cut ice: for a 
period of almost 50 years. In view ot 
tha oft heard expression of this being 
the mildest winter on. record, ft is of 
interest to; note, his dates.' The earliest 
"time during that period that ice was 
cut was Dec". 15. 1S90, and in ms they, 
started cutting just two days later, on 
the 17th. There are a number of years 
when the first orop was cut In Decem- 
ber and jin those years as a rule there 
waa a .third cutting.. . sometimes as 
early as Jan. 20 which was the case 
in 1890, but more often in February. 


In that period the latest that the Ice 


was cut was In"1912 and in 1914 when 
it was not thick enough -until Feb. 10. 
There are many year's when they did 
not start cuttinu until later than this 
year. There were a few years when 
only one .crop was available, this oc- 
curred "in 1S77, .1889, 1904, 1912 and
